With possibly 
a few exceptions the insurance companies 
of the United States and Great Britain have 
reserves buffictently large to pay the losses. 
These reserves were accumulated out of 
profits already made from policy holders. 


taking Plans in Secret. 
Ir spite of this fact the insurance managers 
in secret session in this city are planning to 
increase rates to the whole country, thus 
making the people pay the losses for which 
the people already had provided a surplus, 
The plans for this private taxing on all 
property in the United States are being laid 
with the utmost secrecy. A joint commit- 
tee of fifteen, made up of five delegates each 
from the Fire Insurance Exchange, the West- 
ern Union, and the Southwestern Tariff a- 
sociation, met in this city today. 


Hope to Evade Law. 

Inasmuch as a bill is pending before the ae 
islature at Albany making it Ulegal for in- 
surance companies to white for the purpose of 
increasing rates, every effort was made to 
keep the proceedings as quiet as possible, 

The afternoon was devoted to a discussion 
of the losses incurred in San Francisco and 
of the quickest and easiest methods of re- 
couping the losses. While the men who at- 
tended the meeting refuse to discuss what 
was done, or to even admit there was a meet- 
ing, it is known that the sentiment in favor 
of raising the rate was 60 unanimous that 
the increase of at least 25 per cent ip re- 
garded asa foregone conclusion. | | 


Pay Only 60 Per Cent in! rises. 

Not only do the enlist ai A 
vances rates, but they are planning to com- 
promise their San Francisco losses on a 
basis of about 60 per cemt of the aggregate 
amount. They argue that if united action 
by all the companies is agreed to an insur- 
ance commission can say to a committee of 
the policy holders in San Francisco: 

“Instead of contesting claims on the 
ground that many buildings were damaged 
by earthquake before they took fire, the com- 
panies will settle all claims at 60 per cent. 
It would be better for both that you should 
accept 0 per cent and get your money in 
thirty days than that you should wait a year 
or so while the claims are being adjudicated 
through the slow process of Htigation.” 


Pay No Earthquake Losses. 

The extent of the loss seems to grow more 
serious and grave as additional informa- 
tion is received from the Paeific coast repre- 
sentatives of the companies. The discussions 
in New York were largely upon the question 
as to the attitude the adjusters of com- 
panies should be instructed to take in regard 
to disputed questions. 

The great companies express a strong ur- 
pose to be not only just but generous in Cases 
of doubt with the victims of the San Fran- 
cisco fire; but they all evidently feel what 
Was expressed by the president of a large 
American company, who said today: 

The adjusters for this company will not 
be allowed to waive the éonditions of its poli- 
cies nor the conditions and restrictions of 
Its charter. We have no more right to pay a 
loss occasioned by earthquake than we have 
to pay a loss of life. We are not an earth- 
quake insurance company ror a life insur- 
ance company.” 

With the boundaries of the burned district 
definitely known it is only within twenty- 
four hours that the companies have been 
able to ascertain with exactness their 
amounts at risk in that district. 

Because of exemption from loss by earth- 
quake damage, well informed insurance men 
estimated, today that the companies would 
ultimately pay from 60 to 75 per cent of the 
aggregate amount at risk.

BRTRAYS TRUST IN OLD AGE 


Tiffany Thief Man of 60 Who Had 
Been Faithful 35 Years. 


Theft of 610,000 Admitted on Arrest; 
Suspeeted of Taking Diamonds. 


New York, May 2—{Special.J—John B. 
Brosseau, almost 60 years old, is the trusted 
employé’’ who has been systematically rob- 
bing Tiffany’s, and whose thefts amount to 
at least $10,000, and may reach a total of 
$35,000. He started at Tiffany’s as a boy 
thirty-five years ago and worked his way up 
to a place of the highest trust. 


Brosseau was arrested at his home today 


and admitted his gullt 

The Tiffany peopie say that Brosseau's 
thefts In money are known to amount to 
$'0,000. In addition to the thefts of money 
Hrosseau is under suspicion of knowing 
something about the disappearance of three 
rear shaped diamonds Valued at $85,000, for 
which search has been made all over the 
world. They were in his care. 


No Employe More Trusted. 


In addition. to having charge of the pay- 
rolls of the shop, which employs probably 
most of the hig. priced artisans in the coun- 
try, Brosseau was custodian of all the pre- 
cious stones and jewelry in process of man- 
ufacture or repair from the time the mate- 


rials arrived until the work upon them was 


completed: 

He sat‘in a cage with a safe at his back. 
When the. workmen finished at night they 
handed in to Brosseau the stuff they had 
been working on. He locked it up in the 
safe and they got it again in the morning. 

The three-pear shaped diamonds that were 
in his custody and that disappeared weighed 
about twelve carats apiece and had been 
bought to be put in a neckplece. From what 
the police could find out about the disappear- 
ance of these stones—the largest diamond 
theft in years--the three stones were put on 
the window ill of the cage and disappeared 
from there. Brosseau insisted he had never 
received them thay, ment. 


Suspected of Big Diamond Theft. 


He was one of 
and private detectives were inclined to 
suspect. But when they hinted at it it is 
understood the officers of the company pooh 
poohed the idea. Brosseau denied then, as 
he denies now, that he knew anything about 
the theft. The company offered a reward of 
$5,000 for the recovery of the stones and an- 
other $5,000 for the arrest and conviction of 
the thief. 

Brosseau's system of stealing money by 
the manipulation of the pay rolls was ex- 
tremely simple and has been worked many 
times before. He simply credited men with 
working more than they had and pocketed 
the difference in their wages. According to 
Inspector McLaughlin, his rakeoff was $60 
to §76 and sometimes more a week. 

Brosseau was found at his home at 41 
Lenox avenue at noon. He had read the 
story of the thefts and was evidently expect- 
ing arrest.

Is Not Surprised at Arrest.

About 160 boys 
assemble there every night to distribute the 
score sheets throughout the city.

ALLIED UNIONS VOTE AD. 


Employers Call Hasty Mecting 
and Admit a Lockout Is 
| Contemplated. 


Strike developments in Chicago yesterday 
assumed a character filled with promise for 
another summer of labor disturbances. . 

In the structural fronworkers’ strike build- 
ing men professed to see the inauguration of 
a serious war with the building trades unions, 
rivaling the memorable struggle of 1900. 
Several moves were made during the day 
which furnished a basis for such a forecast. 

The sympathetic support of the allied un- 
ions was voted in the morning to the striking 
ironworkers. This was interpreted as the 
forerunner of a general building strike: 

Employerge arranged a hasty meeting of 
the building contractors’ council for today to 
discuss what they asserted to be the most 
critical labor situation in the building in- 
dustry in the last six years. It was admitted 
that lockout measures are contemplated. 

Carried to their logical conclusions the 
action of either ‘side, it wag said, will mean 
a strike of large proportions, involving in 
the neighborhood of 35,000 workmen. 


Trouble in Other Trades. 


Aside from the ironworkers’ walkout, rest- 
lessness appeared in other branches of the 
building field. Four hundred stone derrick 
men, following orders, went on strike during 
the day. The derrick men went out because 
of special grievances and not through sym- 
pathy with the ironworkers. 

At the same time the ironmolders’ trouble 
in the foundries, while diminished in extent, 
assumed a more acute ‘phase in the big fur- 
naces controlled by the National Foundry as- 
sociation. 

The foundrymen met in the afternoon and 
decided to wage a fight to a finish with the 
union. They issued a statement in which 
they came out flatly in favor of the oper 
shop.“ 

The tieup of building operations where steel 


_construction is employed was made com- 


plete in the morning by the tronworkers’ 
strike. About 800 men walked out with their 
tools, but later in the day 200 or more re- 
turned to work for independent contractors, 
It was estimated that the number on strike 
today will be not more than 600. 


Unions Vote Support. 


President Martin B. Madden of the Asso- 
ciated Building trades called a meeting of 
the board of business agents at noon in the 
headquarters. Representatives of the thirty- 
eight unions affiliated with the council were 
present and passed resolutions offering aid 
and support to the strikers. 

The assertion was made by President Mad- 
den afterwards that not a rivet was driven 
within the loop district during the day. 
Satisfactory arrangements were made with 
the Northwestern elevated road, and the 
iron workers were permitted to continue 
work on the extensions in Ravenswood. The 
iron workers employed by the Burlington 
road also returned to work. 

Following a conference of the members of 
the Iron League of Contractors late in the 
day it was decided to turn the management 
of the employers’ side of the fight over to 
the. Bullding Contractors’ council. As to the 
seriousness of the situation, President Robert 
Vierling of the league and William . 


O'Brien, chairman of the contractors’ coun- 


eil, agreed 

It is too early to prediet,“ said Mr. Vier- 
ling, but we are not unmindful of the im- 
portance of the fronworkers’ strike. Just 
what the extent of this trouble may be I 
do not know.“ 

Mr. O’Brien referred to the strike as the 
most serious disturbance in years. 

He would not discuss the plans of the con- 
tractors relative to the importing of noh- 
union men. It was rumored, however, that 
two crews had been brought into the city 
during the day and were ready to begin work 
on the South Side Elevated read extensions.

Rvery job that can be held down by 
men with one leg or no legs, one 2 55 or no 
arms, will be listed. So will every job which 
offers an opportunity to the man who Rat 
passed the Osler age limit. The plan is to 
find employment for the crippled and thus rid 
the streets of the man with the tincup, and te 
find work for the aged in order that they will 
not be tempted to take the Dr. Osler cure for 
old age. 

It was admitted at the bureau of charities 
that it is harder to find a job for a man with 
white hair than to find a job for a man with- 
out legs. For refined old men the bureau has 
found opportunities as office attendants for 
physicians, in reception rooms at large estab- 
lishments, at information bureaus in the de- 
pots, and elsewhere. It is believed that old 
men also can find employment in ¢oat and 
umbrella checking rooms at the hotels and 
depots. As door attendants they may also 
be acceptable, it has been found. 


Gets Work for Legless Man. 

Among the jobs for other old men, address 
ing, distributing dodgers, and folding and 
envelope Stamping are said to offer congenial 
work. A few days ago the bureau found 
employment for a man without legs in a 
candy factory. One armed men, ft was 
pointed out, can serve as watchmen and can 
find employment at suitable work in the fac- 
tories.

The record for five hours is 
8,202,100 on April 30, preceding the 1901 panic.

It is proposed that San Francisco shall 

issue municipal bonds in the sum of $200, 
000, to run a series of years, andthe paymeht 
of which is to be guaranteed by the United 
States. The money is to be used in rebuild- 
ing the burned sections and otherwise reha- 
bilitating the city. 

In order to issue such a loan it will be 
necessary to amend the charter and have the 
legislature remove any other obstacles that 
may be in the way. 


Architects Not Needed. 

Rufus P. Jennings, secretary of the cit- 
izens’ committee, said today that some misap- 
prehension evidently existed in the east upon 
San Francisco's immediate need for archi- 
tects, contractors, and draftsmen. The day 
following the earthquake Mayor Schmitz sent 
telegrams to a number of leading eastern cit- 
ies, asking how many architects, contractors, 
and draftsmen were available in case they 
were needed, Mr. Jennings declared that the 
telegrams have been apparently misunder- 
stood, as some dispatches have been received 
here announcing that architects were en 
route to this city. The mayor's telegrams, he 
said, merely desired information.

STOCK SALE TO BE SIFTED. 


Coal Roads Investigation Commission to 
Get Copy of Contract from Balti- 
more and Ohio. 


Washington, D.C , May 2.—When the in- 
terstate commerce commission resumed the 
hearing today under the Tillman-Gillespie 
coal and oll resolution, C. S. Wight, manager 
of freight traffic for the Baltimore and Ohio, 
resumed his testimony. He was questioned 
relative to fuel coal delivered by the Balti- 
more and Ohio to the Reading railroad, being 
asked if the Fairmont Coal company had not 
had an advantage in the rate in fuel delivered 
to the Reading. and if a rate had not ‘been 
made at one time on fuel coal to Ghicago ap- 
plicable to the Fairmont Coal company alone.

„As a whole the miners’ were pretty loyal, 
but after a struggle of about three years the 
Indiana Powder company found Itself pretty 
well hemmed in and only able to divide the 
trade in its own district. Furthermore, it 
was obliged to meet a radical cut in prices’ 
made by this new company, which was or- 


ganized to kill out the legitimate concern. | 


The Indiana company went the same way a6 
its Birmingham assoMate and in about the 
same time.” 

Do you know the pool was ‘behind this 
operation?’ I asked Wadde. 

“ Certainly I know it,” he said. “I made 
out most of the papers, and I still have many 
of the records. The black powder companies 
sold powder pro rata to the Great Northern 
Supply company. I shipped the stuff myseit. 
I was then located in Cincinnati ‘and had 
twelve states under my control. I was at 
the conference at which the whole plan was 
mapped out by my superiors, and if this mat- 
ter is protected by the statute of limitations 
they will not take the trouble to deny it." 

If this struggle, mean and cruel as it was, 
merely involved the crusaing out of two un- 
fortunate local powder mills, it would be bad 
cnough, but it is evident the minute they were 
crushed out the price was raised at every 
other mill in the same territory, the operators 
and the miners had to pay more for their 
powder, and the public had to pay more for 
their coal. Almost at the very minute the 


} Birmingham mill capitulated, the price of 


powder in that vicinity went up from 70 cents 
and the freight rate to $1.25 plus the freight 
rate. That merely was getting back to the old 
rate. The same thing was done in Indiana, 
where the wholesale price was put up to 61.28 
and the retail price to the miners to $1.75. 


Public Pays Expense of Warfare. 

But that was not enough. It had cost the 
powder trust about $200,000 to buy out the 
Indiana plant after the life had been beaten 
out of it. The trust had no notion of paying 
for its own warfare. On Dec. 11, 1902, a 
meeting of the powder pool was held at the 
office of the Laflin and Rand Powder com- 
pany in New York, and all concerns, includ- 
ing. the newly purchased Indiana company, 
were represented, although there were few 
men actually present.

M. Goremykin, the new premier, is not only 
1 ed as a reactionary but the general 

opinion is that he is not equal to the. task of 
facing the coming crisis. His eleyation to 
the premiership has created amazement. 
He has long been an untiring enemy of De 
Witte. He is largely interested in dairy 
farming, and, in fact, as a milk dealer sup- 
plies most of the milk used in St. Petersburg. | 


Man of Mediocre Ability. 


M. Goremykin is considered a mediocre 
man, and is of insignificant appearance as 
well as capacity: He wears side whiskers 
and looks like an English butler, While for 
some time he has been called a liberal it was 
only in contrast with such men as Von 
Plehye and M. Siplaguine, reactionary lead- 
ers, both of whom were assassinated. He 


began his career in the ministry of justice, 


becoming assistant minister, from which 
post he was called in 1805, as a protégé of 
‘the dowager empress, to become minister of 
the interior. The student troubles were 
just beginning, and Goremykin proved so 
lacking in energy. in suppressing them that 
he was removed and M. Sipiaguine giverf his 
place. Siplaguine was a victim of his ‘own 
2 energy, for he was killed by a terrorist 

m 

While Goremykin was minister ‘of the in 
terior he had made a report to the emperor to 
the effect that the stories of famine and suf- 
fering which were said to exist in certain 
provinces were untrue. De Witte, who then 
Was minister of ffhance, thereupon produced 
documents to prove that the conditions ip 
the interior were as bad as they had been 
represented to be. When confronted with 
this proof, Goremykin is said to have fallen 
on his knees before the emperor, to have 
wept, and to have begged forgiveness. The 
minister was so overcome. that the emperor 
himself brought him a glass of water. 


Helped Overthrow De Witte. 


Goremykin, dismissed from office, nursed 
his hatréd of De Witte. He joined the Von 
Plehve faction and was a part of the cabal 
which overthrew De Witte as minister of 
finance in 19038. He was rewarded with the 
chairmanship of the agrarian commission. 
When De Witte became premier he removed 
his old enemy from office. 

The wheel of political fortunes has turned 
again and once more De Witte is down and 
Goremykin is up. De Witte, unquestionably 
the biggest man in public life here, goes out 
unwept and unsung and amid the rejoicings 
of the reactionisis, who hate the liberals and 
who-distrust him. Yet even today it is pre- 
dieted that when the next great crisis comes 
the emperor will be forced to summon De 
Witte from his retirement. 

It is reported that Minister of the Interior 
Durnovo, De Witte's antagonist in the cabi- 
net, has been dismissed and that the minister 
of justice, astanch Durnovo supporter, will be 


retired. 
Planning an Uprising. 

The social democrats’ convention began a 
secret sitting today with 122 delegates pres- 
ent, including not only Russians but repre- 
sentatives of the Polish social democrats and 
Jewish bund and the Letts, Caucasian, Little 
Russian, and Finnish organizations. Quite 
a number of the delegates have been arrested 
while on their way here. 

The ostensible object of the meeting is the 
unification of thé organizations, but the real 
purpose is to perfect plans for a general up- 
rising. 

The religious features of parllament will 
not be neglected. Like all the state institu- 
tions of holy Russia,“ the Tauride palace, 
where. parliament will assemble, has now 
been equipped with a profusion of ikons. 
These sacred pictures, before each of which 
burns a taper, hang in the corners of the 
lower house and in the varieus committee 
rooms, Most of the Russian saints, all of 
those who are credited with working miracles 
of some sort are represented. About one- 

ird of the sixty-elght images are of Saint 

icholas the miracle worker. Besides these 
there are twenty portraits of the Virgin, 
which are supposed to have been painted by 
superhuman hands. 


Diverging Views of Crisis. 

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, May 8, 3 a. m.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Dally Telegraph; 
who is a friend and admirer of Count de 
Witte, attacks M. Goremykin as a bureau- 
crat of bureaucrats, and as the high priest of 
pigeon holes. Heaviness, cunning, and indo- 
lence are his main characteristics. He dab- 
bled in company promoting, for which he 
might have been prosecuted had it not been 
for the late Von Plehve, who refused to move 
against him, His appointment is calculated 
to fill the friends of Russia with greatest ap- 
prehension. Even the dull observer can dis- 
eern that a fateful step has been taken and 
that serious consequences must be faced. 

The Times St. Petersburg correspondent, on 
the other hand, differs widely with the cor- 
respondent of the Telegraph. He says De 
Witte insisted upon the immediate promulga- 
tion of new laws with the object of leaving 
him a free hand and depriving the douma of 
any initiative in matters concerning the 
future government of the country. Theczar 
would not hear of the project, which he de- 
clared to be unwise and dangerous. He ad 
ded: 

“Tt is my wish that the government may 
be conducted in an orderly fashion and that 
the country have peace. This new law would 
ohly stir up conflict and compromise me be- 
fore the people. We must wait until the 
douma’ has begun work and then see what 
changes are necessary. 

Count de Witte argued vainly. The czar 
bluntly refused to yield to persuasion. The 
fact is Count de Witte discredited himself as 
an exponent of the art of popular govern- 
ment and he was disiiked by the sovy- 
ereign and detested by the whole court.

It is not intended that the money, if 
obtained, shall be used for the relief of 
physica) ‘willering-te feed the hungry, 10 
clothe the naked, or to shelter the home- 
less, It is a request that money be ad- 
vanced to owners of city real estate to 
enable them to rebuild. Every man who 
has real estate security for a loan must 
be considered, from the point of view of 
The 
uch security aud wishes 
to improve his perty can obtain money 
on some terms. The terms may seem to 
him unreasonable. He may consider the 
rate of interest too high. He may desire 
greatly to borrow from the government 
at a rate much below the market rate. 
In that respect the owner of San Fran- 
cisco real estate is no different from 
other men who wish to borrow money 
and have securi ty to offer. 

There is ho man borrowing money at 
the current rate of 5 per cent from a 
bank who would not like to borrow from 
the government at 2 or 3 per cent if pos- 
sible. There is no man enghged in build- 
ing in New York, Boston, or Chicago who 
would not be pleased to get cheap money 
from the government with which to carry 
on his enterprises, 

In what respect do the San Francisco 
capitalists who. wish, to get money at 
about half the eurrest rate differ from 
the ordinary man who has security to 
offer? Every man who has collateral for 
a loan must be considered in a certain 
sense a.capitalist. The need of the San 
Francisco capitalist may be greater, but 
the need of any owner of real estate in 
that city is not one that appeals to the 
public imagination. Even if the land is 
incumbered and there is no equity left in 
it, the situation ot the owner is not des- 
perate. His need may be greater than 
it was before the earthquake and the 
fire, but relatively to the necassities of 
millions of his fellow ‘citizens in all parts 
of the country it is not great. 

The proposal that the national govern- 
ment shall lend money on real estate se- 


man who has 


curity in San Francisco will eventually 


produce two results. In the first place, it 
will ¢ause u reaction in public sentiment 
against the people Who make the demand 
and excite a, feeling that some of them | 
are attempting to impose upon the char- 
itable impulses of the people. 

In the second place, if the request were 
to be granted it would establish a prece- 
dent that would tend to throw. the doors 
of the treasury wide open to all kinds tf 
borrowers on all kinds of terms. It cer- 
tainly would revive the demand set out in 
the Ocala platform of the populists that 
the government should make loans on 
farm lands and farm products. The 
ask why the government 
should not make loans to them if it did 
to owners of city lots in San; Franeisco. 
If the movement were successful the 
eredit of the government would be so 
strained as ‘to be affected seridusly. No 
encouragement should be given to the 
idea that the government should be the 
generous mortgage banker for its citizens. 
It should not loan on farms or on city 
lots. 

Manifestly the real estate speculators 
in San Franciseo have permitted their de- 
sires to run away with their judgment. 
They should step to reflect upon the in- 
evitable consequences of pressing their 
demands. Congress should not listen to 
an appeal of this mature, no matter how 
importunate it may become. There is no 
precedent for it. There is no good reason 
for t. Nothing of the kind was even 
hinted at in the ease of Chicago or of 
any other city suffering from a great ca- 
lamify. There is no likelihood that It. 


will be listened to patiently now, no mat- | 


ter how earnestly it may be pressed, 
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FRANCE IS SAFE. 

The authorities of Paris are worthy of 
praise for the way in which they hanflled a 
dificult sitnation during the last few days. | 
It had become evident that political agi-

The empire 
would mean general confusion. It would 
mean the attachment of France more closely 
than ever to the fortunes of the autocracy 
in Russia. It would mean war} for only a 
blaze of military glory is lacking to the 
s tistaction of Frenchmen, and Gen. Bona- 
arte would soon be forced to attempt to 
remedy that lack. ‘The kingdom would 
mean plunder far exceeding any financial 
scandals which may have sthirched the rec- 
ord of the republic. It would mean undoing 
all that has beem done in the direction of 
separating chureh and state and making all 
men equal before the law. | 
The greatest peril to thé republic threat- 
ened from the men to whom the republic is 
too conservative. There are the commun- 
ists who would like to found a government in 
which the artisans of the city would domi- 
nate the vast region which is not Paris but 
is France. The interests of the cultivators 
and the inhabitants of the small towns 
would. be sacrificed to the loud voiced lead- 
ers of the communist agitation. Then there 
are the anarchists, who-wish to destroy all. 
and the rowdies, who hope to 
P by any. kind of disorder. All these 
classes have reason to be disappoluted by 
the firmness: vhich the _ government dis- 
played.

THE POWERS or THE ‘COUNCIL. 

There is one point which the charter pee 
yention should make clear in its draft of 4 
new charter. That is the authority pos- 
sessed by the council over the heads of city’ 
departments, and the manner in which * 
shall be exercised. F 

The council has twice pederedt the 8 
sioner, of public works to grant a permit to 
the Union Traction company to put up trol- 
ley poles and wires on parts of Blue Island 
avenue. No attention was paid to the first | 
order given some weeks ago. The second or- 
der, entered up this week, has been referred 
by the mayor to the invaluable Mr. Fisher 
for an opinion as to the expediency of com- 
pliance. There are reasons why the partial 
trolleyizing of Blue Island avenue should | 
not be delayed. The viaduct which the 
cable cars go over is rickety and perhaps un- 
safe. Hven if in good condition it should 
be removed because it obstructs and delays 
the elevation of the Burlington tracks, 
These reasons may not appeal to Mr. Fisher 
and he may tell the commissioner of public 
works to refuse to obey the order. If so, the 
council will be unable to punish him for his. 
disobedience. 

There are some seal orders which 
clearly are illegal and should not be obeyed. 
Orders directing a suspension of general 
ordinances, such as the building ordinance, 
for the benefit of an individual come under 
that head. The Blue Island avenue order 
does not, but it is not certain whether the 
mayor has the. right to veto it or whether it 
is only a suggestion to a head of a depart- 
ment which he can obey or disobey, as he 
chooses. 

There should be no doubt about a matter 
of this kind. If it is necessary to pass an 
ordinance instead of an order it should be 
known. The charter convention should not 
overlook the subject. There should be no 
uncertainty as to the extent of the authority 
of the council over the heads of departments. 
At present it does not seem to possess 80 
much as it ought to. A unanimous council 
says a certain proper and desirable thing 
should be done, and a subordinate says he 
will not do it. Where does the authority 
rest in the last analysis? With the “ spe 
cial counsel ” or with the city council?

Although cowardice is exceedingly rare 
among. the officers of the Japanese army, 
‘nearly all of whom belong to the Samurai, 

yet there are some instances, all the more 
noteworthy by reason of their rarity. Thus, 
In the great prison of Omuta, the most de- 
‘spised of all convicts are a couple of former 
Officers, a major and a colonel, undergoing life 
‘Imprisonment there for cowardice under fire. 

They are confined in separate cages, exposed 
not only to wind and weather but also to the 
contempt of all visitors, and as an illustration 
of the fate reserved for cowards. 

After their conviction, they were accorded 
the opportunity of committing hara-kiri, that 
is to say, of committing suicide by disem- 
| boweling themselves. But, to the profound 
‘disgust of their fellow countrymen, they de- 
clined to avail themselves of the privilege. 

It may be added that none are so severe in 
the condemnation of cowardice on the part 
of the Samuraias the common people. Thus, 
during the recent war between Japan and 
Russia, whenever the men of a regiment con- 
gidered that any one of their officers had be- 
trayed signs of fear, or had wavered in 
bravery, he would be secretly visited on the 
following night by a deputation of his non- 
commissioned officers and privates, who 
would notify the delinquent commander that 
they were not satisfied with his conduct in 
action, and that, for the honor of the regi- 
ment, he must do justice to himself, that is 
to say, commit suicide, intimating that if he 
lacked the courage to kill himself, the mem- 
bers of ‘the. delegation would be perfectly 
ready to assist him in the matter. 

To this may be attributed the fact that 
every now and again Japanese officers were 
found in the morning in their tents, stone 
dead and disemboweled.

Suddenly, with one exception, they rose to 
their feet and advanced to meet a small and 
insignificant looking man who had just en- 
tered the room. The prince who had re-

“Who is that fellow about whom you are 
making all that fuss?’’ he growled to the 
elector of Hesse. 

“Why, don't you know him?“ replied the 
latter. It's Baron Rothschild, Let me 
make you acquainted with him. Surely you 
do not want to be the only one here who does 
not extend a gracious welcome to him? 

And why not?” retorted Prince Adolph. 
“ What do I care about the fellow? I don't 
owe him anything, and he kept his seat, de- 
clining even to permit the baron to be pre- 
sénted to him. 

He was the only one of all the kings, grand 
dukes, electors, and sovereign princes present 
who could afford thus to show his independ- 
ence, every one of the others being indebted 
to the baron, either as regards their personal 
fortune or the finance of the nation over 
which they ruled. It was owing to this at- 
titude that Prince Adolph used to be known to 
the day of his death as the richest prince in 
all Germany, not because of the size of his 
personal fortune, which was relatively mod- 
erate, but because he had no debts, and could, 
therefore, afford to be independent and free 
from any subserviency to the greatest plu- 
tocratic power of the present age.

If you have time to visit but one gallery 
in Munich, besides taking in the Glyptothek— 
which, translated, means “repository of 
sculpture —it should be the old Pinakothek, 
that celebrated “repository of painting.“ 
made up of three important collections 
united. As early as the sixteenth century 
the Bayarian princes showed a cultivated 
taste in art. Blector Maximilian I. admired 
Dürer exceedingly, and secured fine speci- 
mens of his work at Nuremberg. In 1805 these 
were supplemented by the Dusseldorf gallery 
—founded by the electors of the Palatinate— 
which was brought to Munich at this time 
to prevent its being carried off to Paris. 
Henceforth Bavaria claimed it as her inheri- 
tance from the Palatinate. 

The Boisserée collection. rescued by broth- 
ers of the name, and their friend, Bertram, 
from. the chtrches and monasteries of 
Cologne, which wtre suppressed at this same 
period, also were added. The Wallerstein» 
group was actujred some. twenty years later; 
and since then several valuable works hare 
been purchased from Italy. Notable in the 
gallery are Dürer's Four Aposties,” some- 
times called the “ Four Temperaments”; 
Murillo’s “ Beggar Boys,” Rembrandt's “De- 
scent from the Cross,” and a representative 
group of Rubens’ paintings which show the 
wide scOpe of his genius. There also are 
paintings of Holbein and Franz Hals, and 
many other pictures of great artistic and in- 
trinsic @alue. 

Today Munich is an art center of impor- 
tance. Her new Pinakothek hasa fine collec- 
tion of modern masters. Many artists live 
here It is a great headquarters of work of 
a humorous charecter. Some of the best 
comic artists of Germany are residents of 
Munich, several of whom are to contribute 
regularly henceforth to the special comic 
supplement of THE CHICAGO Scunpay TRIB- 
uns. Their work is celebrated throughout 
the world for its excellencee of technique, its 
originality. and the sprightliness and good 
nature of ita humor. 


One pert of Munich’s charm is that, most 
versatibe of cities, she is ali things to all men. 
You get here what you come for, whatever 
that may be. Any member of our party who 
hails from Milwaukee or Cincinnati will feel 
at home immediately for obvious reasons. 
He who loves music, who knows the differ- 
ence between the singing quality of a 
Guarnerius and the crisp and brilliant tone 
‘of a Stradivarius without being told will 
en joy in. Munich the musical atmosphere in 
which his heart delights.
